Hello Everyone: 
On November 21st Tony Stalls (rstalls@access.digex.net) wrote: 


>That doesn't mean that I'm suggesting skipping reporting such to the 
>Postal Inspectors. Quite the contrary! How else can a fraudulent shipper 
>have a history with them if the alleged crimes aren't reported? The irony 
>of it is that most people don't realize that there's a postal violation 
>involved and there may be a notorious perpetrator out there that never 
>gets investigated. Also, there's always a good chance they will look 
>into the alleged violation anyway. 


This is very true. Its been my experience that this kind of activity 

is not isolated to one or two incidents. The Postal Inspection Service 

is very good at investigating mail fraud and their conviction rate is 

high. One problem is, as Tony pointed out, underfunding and understaffing 
so consequently they have to prioritize their cases. If you ever get ripped 
off by the mail you should attempt to contact others who may have been 
victimized by this individual and urge them to contact the postal inspector 
who is working on the case. If they get more complaints against this 

person the likelihood of them pursuing the matter is much greater. 


I "hosstrade" a lot of stuff through the mail and I have never had a bad 
experience dealing with other ham radio operators. I have read of some 
bad ripoff scams on the Internet, mainly on rec.collecting. I still have 
faith in my fellow hams.

You might be able to substitute regular 
3V4, 1T4, etc. if you can compensate for the additional filament current 
needed.

I repalced tubes,bent out the 
cabinet dents,and even cleaned the receiver from top to bottom and it 
looks surprisingly good! 

It needs alignment,I suspect...from the beating it took...'cause 
there are images all over the place and the apparent sensitivity is 
"uneven" across the tuning range(I think...could just be me..(;->.. 
The transmitter and speaker/ps still need "metal work" done. After 
finding some of the missing/broken tubes for the xmtr,it seems to put 
out RF,however I'm not sure if it's operating up to spec.I'll need to 
spend some time on it. 


What I learned from all this is: 
#1. Make DAMN sure that I am very specific about how the stuff is to be 
packed/shipped. This is especially true if I am paying the freight!! 


#2. If stuff shows up damaged,COOL OFF before dealing with it. Don't 
let your anger and frustration lead you to jump right in and start 
fixing up the damage to see if you can salvage your investment. If 
you need to make a claim the equipment will obviously need to be 
inspected.

I went through the same excersize with a BC-312 just recently. X-acto works, 
but I found it easier to use the flat end of a miniature file. The paint 
came out from the raised lettering with no problem, needing only minor 
touch-up with an x-acto knife. As for the lettering on the knobs, I took 
out the old one first with a toothpick, then I poured white enamel on the 
knob and quickly wiped it. The results were fantastic.

Hello George, 


Thanks! I have a set of needle files and will give it a try. Whatever 
is used, it seems like it'll be a tedious process. 


I had considered painting the lettering with hot candle wax beforehand 

using a fine brush. The theory was to heat the wax with a heat gun or 

hair dryer after the paint had dried and when the wax melted, the paint 
would theoretically fall off. I never tried it however. 


The BC-348 knobs have an arrow, a straight line with an arrowhead similar 
to one that you'd make in doing an engineering drawing. The BC-375 tuning 
unit pointer knobs have similar arrow heads. I've made a jig with a piece 
2x4 stud. I drilled a hole slightly larger than the knob diameter and at 
the same depth of the knob thickness with a hole through the side of the 
2x4 to tighten the set screw on the knob and put a 1/4" stove bole through 
to mount the knob. The object is to hold the knob in a position to 

scribe a new arrow on the one that was painted over. I haven't come up 
with a suitable template to scribe the arrow yet, and I don't want to do 
it freehand, so I'm not sure how it'll work. It looks good in theory 
anyway. ;-)
